Correspondence. ) —A day in the Ad-
miralty P'rize Court these days Is ke
helng In an Ameriean court, the prize
daocket being crowded with ocases in-
volving Lhe scimure of Amerfcan ships,
with Amerlean atlorneys and witnogs-
es crowding the corridors and the
court room, the Atlarucy General Sir
Edward Carsonfi elting lone lists af
Amercan cases and text books In sup-
port of his contentions.  Even  tho
Lard Chief Justice of the Prize Court,
the Right lon Sir Samuoel Evans, is
nsking  «questions  about American
customs, and goaring the  distinet

Here dn detall I8 being  rehearsed
the hundreds of seizurcs of ships and
cargors which, besides their legal as-
pect, have In the aggregete develop-
ed the most serfous political erisls
existing between Great Britain and
the United States. There have heen
upwards of 600 selzures and deten-
tlong of Amerlean ships, and the num-
ber of cargoes Involved is far larger,
for cach ship carrles separnte cargoes
to different eonsignoes.
